£In 1972,<the Treasury redefined the 
meaning of casualty loss so that lor the 
first time, casualty loss includes certain 
sjjuations in which your property is 
simply lost, rather than damaged or 
destroyed—a liberalization that could 
IJe of great money-saving value to you. 
;; As a general rule, you cannot take a

casualty loss deduction for property 
you lost. But, in a recent case, a hus- 
band accidentally slammed the car 
door on his wife's hand, causing the 
diamond in her ring to fly out of its 
broken setting and disappear. The 
Treasury barred any casualty loss 
deduction on the basis that the 
diamond was simply lost, not damaged 
or destroyed. But after the Tax Court 
h;eld that this was indeed a deductible 
casualty loss, the Treasury concurred, 
and it now says an accidental loss of 
property can qualify as a deductible 
casualty if it results from an event that 
is (1) identifiable, (2) damaging to 
property and (3) sudden, unexpected, 
and unusual in nature. But note: This 
does not cover the ordinary situation in 
which you on t even know you lost the 
property until you look for it at a later 
date. 


The Treasury gave you another assist 


in 1972 when it agreed to allow a 
casualty loss deduction for damage 
that you, the taxpayer, inflicted on your 
own property. 


In this case, a homeowner wanted to 


get rid of "quack grass" on his lawn. A 
salesman for a local feed and seed 
company recommended a powerful 
chemical which carried a label warning 
against its use on vegetation to be 
preserved. The homeowner either 
didn't see or read the label, used the 
chemical on the lawn, and thereby 
damaged the lawn and killed various 
shrubs. 


Originally, the Treasury barred his 


casualty loss deduction on the basis 
that the damage was caused either 
willfully or by gross negligence. But last 
year, the Treasury agreed with the 
court that, in such a situation, the 
self-inflicted damage is not knowingly 
malicious, wanton or gross negligence, 
and is therefore a deductible casualty 
loss. You can easily extend this ruling 
to a situation of your own.

help you get a casualty loss deduction 
despite lack of proof required by the 
law and the Treasury. This is of par- 
ticular importance if you are among the 
countless hundreds of thousands 
whose ordinary household contents 
were damaged last year by fire, flood, 
storm, etc. To justify a deduction, the 
owner is technically required to prove 
. the cost of the articles as well as their 
value, because the casualty loss deduc- 
tion may not exceed the cost. Last year 
the Treasury relied partly on this tech- 
nicality to bar a casualty loss deduction 
for household contents which were 
destroyed along with the owner's house 
by fire. 


The Tax Court rejected this rigid 


" application of the law and said, "Hav- 


ing lost the entire contents of her home, 
she cannot be expected to produce any 
documentary evidence of the cost of 
such personal items." And it concluded 
that any deduction which it did allow 
would presumably not be larger than 
the original cost of the nondepreciable 
household items. 


If you run into a similar problem of 


proving a casualty loss deduction, note 
well: The Tax Court is willing to be 
much more practical than the U.S. 
Treasury. 


In still another helpful development 


in 1972, the Tax Court rejected a 
Treasury attempt to cut down the size 
of a casualty loss by claiming it was due

to faulty construction rather than to 
the immediate event that caused the 
casualty. 


A plumber's helper accidentally 


stepped on a small pipe in the tax- 
payer's house, causing a relatively 
small repair cost for this pipe. But 
because of the original faulty cons- 
truction of the entire plumbing by this 
.same plumber, the small damage 
caused by the helper spread leaks 
through the rest of the house which 
eventually resulted in $26,000 of 
damage. 


The Treasury claimed this was not a 


casualty loss because it resulted from 
faulty construction rather than an out- 
side event. The Tax Court answered 
that faulty construction was an 
element in the loss, but that the 
proximate cause of the whole loss was 
the plumbing employe's negligence in. 
stepping on the small pipe. 


In each of the developments above, a 


new Treasury ruling or a court decision 
in 1972 will help countless hundreds of 
thousands of you save on taxes. But 
even many Internal Revenue Service 
agents may not go along or may not 
have yet caught up with the new twists.

She is becoming the 
youngest ever governor or warden of a 
women's prison in Britain. She has been 
in prison service three years.

sive when I first decided to go to 
prison," says Miss McCormick, the 
eldest of four daughters of an accoun- 
tant 


"My friends had some odd ideas too. 


Some people think of prison service as 
being a sort of concentration camp 
wardress. The other view is romantic — 
of a shining dedicated prison reform 
which would work out as unrealis- 
ticallysoft." 


She believes in striking a balance 


between compassion and allowing 
convicted persons a sense of respon- 
sibility for themselves and their ac- 
tions. 


Miss McCormick took a degree in 


psychology and psychiatry at Oxford 
University. Later she won a diploma in 
criminology at Cambridge University. 


She has worked as assistant gover- 


nor at Holloway, the women's prison in 
London, and as assistant governor of a 
girls' reform school. 


The Home Office, government 


department in charge of prisons, named 
Miss McCormick as the new governor 
of Askham Grange open prison near 
this city in northeastern England. She 
will head a staff of 30, most of them 
older than herself. 


Most of the 100 inmates are serving 


sentences for theft or drug convictions. 
They work in the open, can learn 
dressmaking or take courses in typing 
and punchcard operations. 


"I like to think that women in prison 


can be taught to stand on their own feet 
once they get out," says Miss McCor- 
mick.

Droopy eyelids sign 
of myasthenia gravis 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have heard of a 


disease called myasthenia gratis but 
cannot recall reading about it. Is it an 
old disease, or recently discovered? Is it 
curable, or can it be arrested? What are 
the symptoms? Where could informa- 
tion about it be obtained? —Mrs. C.E.P. 


No, it's not a new disease. It was 


described in medical literature back in 
the 1600s. 


I don't know as I would call it a 


common disease, but it certainly isn't 
rare, either. An estimated 50,000 pa- 
tients in the United States have it, 
chiefly women over 30. 
• While there are things we want and 
need to know about it, we have enough 
familiarity with it to know what to do 
forpatients. 


The characteristics of the ailment 


involve muscle weakness—drooping 
eyelids are an early sign—and then 
such things as double vision, difficulty 
in chewing, swallowing, talking. 


It is believed the difficulty is attribu- 


table to faulty transmission of nerve 
impulses to the muscle fibers. The 
muscles are still there but don't get 
their orders to move. 


What causes it? It's difficult to say, 


but' abnormal functioning of the 
thymus or thyroid glands is noted in 
some cases. 


Under the circumstances, "cure" is 


to(> strong a word, although in some 
patients the difficulty does stop. 
,. gut one thing we do know: In the 
majority of cases, strength promptly 
Eeturns when the patient is given an 
Intic'nolinesterase 
drug 
which 


counteracts an enzyme thought to 
Block passage of impulses from nerve 
Co muscle fiber. 


These drugs are given on a daily basis 


tu ketp the patient perking along in 
good shape. If the response falters, 
steroids such as prednisone may be 
tried. In some instances, removal of the 
thymus gland is effective. 


Occasionally remission occurs—that 


is, the symptoms of the disease disap- 
pear—after a brief course of medica- 
tion, but as a general thing, the patient 
must continue the medication.

Albert's canny ad- 
viser, Rep. Richard Boiling of Missouri, 
is a long-time critic of Mills.

The result has been an amazingly 


swift assault on Mills' prerogatives. 
While Mills was nursing a back ailment 
in Kensett, Ark., last week, the 
Democratic caucus approved a major 
weakening of the closed rule. In effect, 
it provides that a simple majority vote 
of the caucus could open up previously 
inviolate trade and tax bills to multiple 
amendment. 


Albert, majority leader Thomas P. 


O'Neill of Massachusetts and Boiling 
feel they can prevent excesses in the 
caucus. But nobody can be sure, and 
therein lies the basic question of the 
House revolution: Does Albert control 
the caucus or does the caucus control 
Albert? 


Nixon aides spin nightmarish tales of 


what might transpire under a liberal- 
controlled caucus, spurred on by 
Nader's Raiders and Common Cause, 
defying the leadership. Worse yet, they 
fear massive tax cuts, Social Security 
boosts and high tariffs pouring from a 
runaway caucus. 


Whether controllable or not, it is 


probable that the caucus will be 
making major legislative decisions. But 
unlike

members, 
Mills 
does 
not 
seem 


apprehensive. He actually approved 
last week's momentous changes in ad- 
vance. 


That's because Mills is no zealot 


flinging himself to death against an 
angry caucus majority.

caucus-approved House rule intended 
to open his committee's sessions to the 
public—and hordes of lobbyists. A 
select committee headed by Boiling 
might divide the vast Ways and Means 
jurisdiction. 


For 17 years, Mills has been the bul- 


wark against unrestrained tax and 
tariff relief. Even his undisputed guile 
and ability to adjust to changing tides 
may be insufficient to preserve that role 
today if King Caucus is restored to his 
dictatorial old throne.

LITTLE CHUTE-Mary Vanden 


Bloomer doesn't ride with the D.C. 
Eagles. 


And, contrary to what some of 


her neighbors and others think, she 
didn't pjovide members of the 
Chicago motorcycle gang with a 
hiding place in her home while they 
were being pursued by police Sun- 
day morning. 


It was about 9 a.m. Sunday. Mrs. 


Vanden Bloomer and her eight 
children and a friend's three 
children had just finished break- 
fast. 


"Look at all the cops out here," 


one of the children remarked as he 
peered out the front window. 


A bewildered Mrs. Vanden 


Bloomer watched as policemen 
stationed themselves around her 
house and garage and on Main 
Street. Some of them carried shot- 
guns. 


It was early. Mrs. Vanden 


Bloomer hadn't heard yet that 


police were still seeking some 
members of the motorcycle gang in 
connection with the raping of two 
Appleton girls . hours earlier in a 
Little Chute house. 


Her telephone rang. It was a 


policeman. Mrs. Vanden Bloomer 
was instructed to come out a side 
door. She hobbled out onto the 
porch on her crutches, which she 
uses while recovering from leg sur- 
gery. 


The men were to come out of the 


house, too, she was told. What 
men? she wondered. The only man 
in the house lived in an upstairs 
apartment. 


Police received a tip that the 


suspects they were hunting had 
been seen entering the home, she 
was told. Little Chute Police Chief 
Robert Nechodom later said the tip 
appeared to have been reliable. 


A couple of policemen searched

Carter is satisfied with the education 


his three daughters have been getting 
in the elementary school, and he claims 
that that was the reason he decided to 
stay in the village two years ago, when 
he was thinking of moving. As an of- 
ficer in the PTA, he has had close con- 
tact with the school. 


Carter has been making speeches, 


talking with small gi oups, and attend- 
ing village and school board meetings 
in an effort to get to know more people. 
He thinks the public school board has 
been doing a good job. He says the 
people he's talked to "want a bit more 
policy making on the part of the school 
board; they want the board to be a bit 
more decisive." 


His attitudes about the "two school 


situation" are ambivalent On the one 
hand, he does not think it is fair to 
students that the village tries to support 
two high schools. He believes that the 
course offerings at both schools suffer. 


On the other hand, he says, "I don't 


want St. John's to close. One of our 
basic American freedoms is the right to 
send children to the educational system 
that they deem best. The right of 
parents to maintain private educational 
facilities is what this country is built 
on." 


Carter favors an open campus 


schedule for the high school. "Look, 
we're telling these kids that they're 
supposed to go out into the world, grow 
up, go co work—get married... and then 
we lock the doors on them." He said the 
open campus schedule should be tried 
to see if it would work with all the 
students, or just with the juniors and 
seniors. 


Landers also supports the open cam- 


pus idea, but with mixed feelings. He 
said students who weren't doing well 
academically under the present closed 
system might do worse if the school 
went to the open campus. But keeping 
the doors shut does not prepare 
students for jobs, or for the technical 
schools and colleges, which have open 
campuses, he said. 


Landers feels he would be an asset to 


the board because he deals with many 
other school districts. "I could bring 
some expertise in budgeting and bid- 


- ding,-and I could tell the'board how 
other schools solve their problems," he 
said. 


"For something as simple as duplica- 


tor paper, a school district might buy 
the cheapest type of paper and save 2 


cents a ream, but the paper could have 
a lot of lint. Well, they're saving a few 
dollars on the paper, but they'll have to 
come back six months later and spend 
$100 to clean up the machine." Landers 
said he probably wouldn't be able to sell 
supplies to the district, if he were elect- 
ed, but he could offer advice on supply 
and equipment investments- 


Landers believes in stretching tax 


dollars, but not at the expense of 
educational innovations. He said, "If it 
(a new course or program) looks good, 
then I'd probably say, 'Go ahead and 
experiment.' " 


Like Carter, Landers said it would be 


a real benefit to the village if St. John 
High School closed. He doesn't think 
the public school board can do any 
significant educational planning until 
enrollment at the high school increases. 


Marasch said he decided to run

An election plan that calls for con-

of the referendum question for April 3 
got the endorsement of City Atty.

The 
council, at its meeting next Wednes- 
day, will be asked to give final approval 
to the referendum language and 
authorize its publication. 


The referendum was forced by 


Appleton housewife Janet Van Asten 
who last week filed a petition with 
Broehm containing signatures of the 
required 300 school district electors. 


Mrs. Van Asten, once an unsuccess- 


ful candidate for the school board, 
wants board membership increased 
from the present seven to nine, the 
maximum allowed under state law. She 
has argued that increased membership 
could allow for broader district 
representation. 


The election plan that will be part of 


the referendum question provides that 
board members continue to be elected 
at-large in the district. Four board 
members instead of two would be 
elected in April, 1974, with the three 
candidates receiving the most votes 
serving three-year terms and the fourth 
highest vote-getter serving a two-year 
term. 


After the initial staggering of terms, 


three members would be elected for 
three-year terms each year. 


The referendum outcome will have 


no bearing on the April 3 board elec-- 
tion, which will see three candidates 
vying for two positions. 


Under the present election plan, two 


board members are elected oneyear, two 
the next and three the next.

He is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Russell Flom, Menasha. Mrs. Flom, an Appleton native, is the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Robert McKee.

Sens. George McGovern and James 


Abourezk arrived at Ellsworth Air 
Force Base by military jet just before 
noon EST and departed by helicopter 
shortly afterwards in the direction of 
this embattled hamlet about 75 miles 
away. 


It was not clear, however, whether 


the helicopter carrying the two 
Democrats actually would land inside 
the community, which has been sealed 
off by law officials since about 200 
Indians took over its few buildings 
Tuesday night 


As the helicopter left the air base at 


Rapid City, Ralph- Erickson, a special 
assistant to the U.S. attorney general, 
said he intended to advise the senators, 
presumably by radio, to land outside the 
community for fear of possible gunfire. 


"Our prime concern at this point is to 


obtain the release of the 11 hostages. We 
are particularly concerned with the fact 
that several of these hostages are aged 
people in their 80s," Erickson said in 


nearby Pine Ridge. 


Abourezk said before leaving 


Washington he had been assured by 
leaders of the American Indian 
Movement that some hostages would be 
released when he arrived in the 
southwestern South Dakota area and 
said he was "confident we can negotiate 
the release of the rest once we get 
there." 


The 200 Indians have demanded a 


Senate probe of the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs in return for freeing the hos- 
tages. Aside from one brief meeting with 
an FBI agent, the Indians have kept law 
enforcement officers at a distance, and 
there was an exchange 
of gunfire 


Wednesday morning. 


Contacted in Washington before his 


departure, Abourezk said he and fellow 
Democrat McGovem would be accom- 
panied by members of the staffs of 
Sens. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
and J.W. Fulbright, D-Ark. 


The Indians also had demanded that 


Kennedy and Fulbright come to the 
reservation to discuss their grievances, 
which include the government's 
handling of U.S.-Indian treaties and the 
way in which the OglaJa Sioux tribe 
elects its leaders. 


"I want to emphasize that we're not 


going there to negotiate demands but

U.N. body condemns Israel in plane downing 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) —By a 


vote of 105-1, the International Civil 
Aviation Organization has condemned 
Israel for shooting down a Libyan 
airlimTover the Sinai Desert last week. 


It was the most decisive roll call 


against Israel ever recorded by an 
agency of the United Nations since the 
Jewish state was born in 1949. 


Israel cast the lone vote against the 


resolution, adopted Wednesday by an 
assembly of ICAO. Colombis and 
Malawi abstained from voting on Ihe 
measure, which also orders an ICAO 
investigation into the Feb. 21 tragedy 


that claimed 106 lives. 


Israel indicated it would cooperate 


witJi ICAO and other official investigat- 
ors, although it opposed the con- 
defhn-and-jnvestigate resolution on 
grounds that it prejudged the issue. 


Israeli diplomats had expected the 


outcome, but said they were surprised 
that the United States had voted for the 
measure. The U.S. delegate, Betty 
Dillon of San Francisco, had sought to 
temper the condemnation provision. 
She abandoned the effort after Britain 
said there was no point in creating 
additional controversy. 


Following the vole, delegates from 


the Netherlands, Ireland, Denmark, 
South Africa, Switzerland, Brazil and 
the United States said they wanted the 
record to show they fell it was premat- 
ure to condemn Israel. But they added 
that defects in the resolution were 
outweighed by the need to launch an 
investigation. 


Colombia said it abstained because 


the Colombian constitution provides 
that "nobody can be condemned 
without first being heard and tried." 


Malawi was the other country that 


abstained from voting on the measure, 


cosponsored by Egypt, Yugoslavia and 
23 Asiann African and Arab countries. 


Libya was not among ihe cosponsors, 


did not participate in the debate and was 
absent during the voting. Arab sources 
said this was intended as a demonstrat- 
ion of Libya's lack of confidence in the 
United Nations or U.N. specialized 
agencies, such as the ICAO. 


In Tel Aviv, three French aviation 


experts were scheduled to meet Israeli 
civil aviation and military authorities 
today to begin an investigation into the 
downing of the Libyan airliner."

Governors want 
data on budget 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Democratic 


governors today voted unanimously to 
oppose President Nixon's plan to 
revamp federal domestic aid programs 
until they get more information on how 
it will affect their states. 


At a breakfast meeting, the 


Democratic state executives decided to 
oppose the President's plan to switch 
many programs from direct aid to so- 
called "special revenue sharing." 


"The Democratic governors are dis- 


satisfied with the kind of information 
that has been given us," both about 
proposed budget cuts and the shape and 
size of special revenue sharing, Gov. 
John J. Gilligan of Ohio told reporters. 


"The Democratic governors have 


agreed unanimously to oppose special 
revenue sharing in any form until they 
have specific, detailed factual informat- 
ion" on its impact, Gilligan added. 


The Ohio governor, serving as 


Democratic spokesman because Gov. 
Dale Bumpers had to return to Arkan- 
sas, said the governors planned to pool 
their resources to analyze the 
President's proposals "and to inform the 
Congress as to the real impact of the 
budget cuts." 


They will meet again later this spring 


to discuss the subject, he added. 


Gilligan said the no formal resolution

Holton also declared he remains op- 


timistic, despite coolness among 
congressional leaders, that the Nixon 
administration will succeed in per- 
suading Congress to convert many Of 
the 1,000-plus specific federal-aid 
programs into four "special revenue- 
sharing" programs giving states wide 
latitude on spending. 


But Mandel and Bumpers said the 


administration officials were unable to 
say which specific federal programs 
would be dropped, and when the ad- 
ministration's plans would be ready for 
presentation to Congress—though they 
said the officials contended federal help 
next year would be the same as this 
year. 


Nixon defends planned 
social welfare changes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon, observing that his revamped 
social welfare program already has 
aroused "intense controversy and con- 
siderable misunderstanding," defended 
his changes today in a special message 
to Congress. 


The lengthy message itself contained 


no surprises and confirmed expectat- 
ions that Nixon would back away from 
his 1969 welfare reform program, that 
would have, in effect, guaranteed a 
minimum annual income for poor 
families. 


Much of the emphasis was on jus- 


tifying the reorganization and in some 
cases, scrapping of past federal activit- 
ies in the area of human resources. 


Pledging that he -will display "com- 


passion that works—not simply com- 
passion that means we]]," Nixon took 
credit for a record human resources 
budget he put at S125 billion—"neany 
twice the amount that was being speivt 
on such programs when 3 took office in 
1969. 


"The overall effect of these reforms 


will be the elimination of programs that 
are wasteful so thai we can concentrate 
on programs that work/' 


Nixon, who said '"the welfare mess 


cannot be permitted to continue," ack- 
nowledged he was abandoning broad 
welfare reform "since the legislative 
outlook seems 10 preclude passage... in 
the immediate future." 


However, he said he is ordering 


vigorous steps to strtngthen the 
management of aid to families with 
dependent children—-a program he 
described as •"inequitable, inefficient 
and inadequate"—through administrat- 
ive measures and unspecified legislative 
proposals. 


As he had promised, Nixon again said 


he would ask Congress for a new law 
"for alleviating the often crushing bur- 
dens which property taxes place on 
many older Americans," but he did not 


spell out what he had in mind. 


Discussing his controversial dis- 


mantling of the Office of Economic 
Opportunity, Nixon pictured the move 
as strengthening antipoveny programs 
by moving them into Cabinet depart- 
ments directly concerned. 


"The only major OEO program for 


which termination of federal funding is 
•recommended in my budget is com- 
munity action," he said. 


With S2.S billion of federal funds 


having been spent since the program 
was launched in 1965. Nixon said 
further funding "no longer seems 
necessary or desirable." 


After slating that "1 am irrevocably

judge can adjust the facts in a case to 
minimize the possibility of a reversal. 


He said age generally shouldn't be a 


factor in picking-a judge, although he 
commented that he is much smarter 
now than he was 10 years ago. Van 
Susteren is 58. 


Van Susteren saw the state Citizens' 


Study Committee on Judicial Or- 
ganization's proposal to make a single- 
level trial court, eliminating the Circuit 
Court as an appeal court, as inevitable, 
and accepted as inevitable by all attor- 
neys and judges. 


He contended that the separation 


between the circuit and county courts 
"is an artificial distinction" which only 
makes it more difficult to shift court 
duties among the judges when one is 
overloaded. He termed the reorganiza- 
tion cyclical, and with the last reor- 
ganization about a decade old, it's time 
for another. 


Van Susteren said the reorganization 


is a "logical step." It doesn't make sense 
to pay the Circuit Court judge more 
than county judges or to give him a 
slightly more prestigious place in the 
judicial system. 


He also said the need to shift judges 


from county to county to meet caseload 
variations is significant. He questioned 
the logic of, for example, Shawano 
County with about 32,000 people 
having two county judges and Ou- 
tagamiewith 118,000 having only three. 


To other specific questions, Van 


Susteren said he: 


— Opposes changing from a system 


requiring unanimous jury verdicts to 
one allowing convictions on split 
decisions. He noted that the existing 
system has floundered over the years! 
but it still "has come about to be the 
right system." He suggest that, it is an 
important element in those forces 
that serve to preserve liberty and 
freedom in this nation. 


— Believes that the judiciary should 


listen "completely and all the time" to 
the idea of the citizenry on the opera- 
tion of the courts. He said he is always 
open to roundtable discussions on the 
courts and sometimes learns things 
regarding court operation from tes- 
timony he hears. 


He said also the county's attorneys 


know they can get a meeting with him 
to discuss procedural and other mat- 
ters. And public officials have come to 
him about court operations, he added. 


—Opposes changing the number of 


jurors in a criminal trial from 12 to 6 
because it is unconstitutional under the 
U.S. Constitution guaranteeing the 
right to trial by jury. He noted that if it 
can be changed to six, then why not 
three? In either case, the chance of a 
fair trial is reduced. 


He said he is a traditionalist and likes 


the system as it is. 


— Opposes switching to the appoin- 


tive, rather than elective, system for 
choosing judges because it would 
promote politicking and favor-seeking. 
And more important, Van Susteren 
said, "it is that he is not amenable to the 
will of the people." 


He said the appointed county or cir- 


cuit court judge would become as the 
appointed federal judges who, he sug- 
gested, "live in ivory towers." 


—Favors plea-bargaining, whereby a 


•defendant agrees to plead guilty to a 
lesser charge in exchange for a specific 
punishment. He said the courts would 
be overloaded if this weren't practiced. 


Van Susteren, a native of Little

department projected a population of 
1,900 inmates in the state prison system 
and 280 at the reformatory by the end 
of 1974. 


Those figures were used by Harry J. 


Schmidt, Lucey's budget director, dur- 
ing the hearing in explaining how the 
reformatory could be phased out and its 
inmates placed in other state institu- 
tions without overcrowding them. 


Several factors have risen to account 


for the change, officials said. Powers 
said that there are now 1,986 prisoners 
in the state, including nearly 600 at the 
reformatory. The intake has been 
increasing every month, he said. 


Powers also said that the original 


projections were made with the yet- 


unopened youth offender institution in 
Adams County being utilized. But now, 
he said, Lucey plans on se'ling the 
facility to the federal government.

flesh of the nurse, Judith Hill, after the 
boy died and he had no one to forage for 
him. 


"It distresses me and orobablv others 


to talk more about this," said Hartwell. 


"After David Kootook died, I realized 


that I, too, would soon be dead because 
I was too weak and injured to move 
around." 


At the coroner's inquest, Inspector 


Stanley Venner of Edmonton testified 


that he had asked Hartwell after the 
pilot's rescue on Dec. 10: "Did you eat or 
consume the flesh of Judy Hill?" 


Venner said the 46-year-old pilot 


replied, "Yes. Nobody else did. David did 
not because I started eating flesh after 
David was dead." 


The nurse and the Eskimo woman 


died within hours of the crash, accord-

ing to testimony at the inquest, but the 
boy remained alive for 23 days. 


Hartwell's statement read at the 


inquest gave this account: 


For the first few weeks, he and the boy 


lived on food from the plane's emer- 
gency kit —coffee, sugar cubes and cans 
of corned beef and mashed potatoes — 
and sandwiches the pilot had brought 
along. 


They set snares for rabbits but didn't 


get any. The boy left to fish in a lake that 
was visible from the crash site but 
returned, saying he couldn't find it in 
the snow. 


On the 21st day, when their meager 


supplies were gone, the two consumed 
all the drugs in the nurse's emergency 
kit. Hartwell thought this might kill 
them, but it didn't. 
The boy began to 


weaken, and by Nov. 29 he could_not 
move. He died about midnight on Dec." 
1. 


The next day, Hartwell continued, 


"I crawled out of the tent, got my 
crutches and stumbled to the nearest 
tree where I expected there would be 
lichens. I was completely exhausted 
with aching feet, trembling froiTi 
exhaustion and pain. 


"I choooed off the lower branches, 


tucked them under my arm and crawled 
on my knees back to the tent, I recog- 
nized that I could not continue... I knew 
that since I could not get enough lichens 
to live, I could not make it to the lake to 
fish... 


"From here on, I think it is clear to 


everyone what I did. I'm still trying to 
forget this and will probably never 
succeed."

MIAMI (AP) —A federal prosecutor 


says the conviction of reputed under- 
world financier Meyer Lansky on a 
contempt charge should convince or- 
ganized crime that the U.S. Justice 
Department Strike Force means 
business. 


"We've been trying to get the mes- 


sage across," Asst. U.S. Atty. Dougald 
McMillan said Wednesday after a jury 
found Lansky, 71, guilty of willfully 
disobeying a subpoena to appear before 
a federal grand jury in Miami in March 
1971. 


"We hope the people we are 


interested in have had the message all 
along but, of course, some of them 
haven't," McMillan said. 
The jury of 


eight women and four men found the 
impassive Lansky guilty following three 
hours of deliberation after a trial lasting 
less than two day:-' 
Lansky, who 


allegedly was a partner of New York 
gangster Bugsy Siegel in the 1920s, 
showed no emotion as the verdict was 
read. He flashed a smile as he left the 
courtroom and fled the building by a 
rear entrance to avoid newsmen. 


Lansky, whose fortune allegedly tot- 


"als $300 million, remained free on 
bonds totaling $650,000 and no date was 
set for sentencing. There is no minimum 
or maximum sentence for criminal 
ccontempt, with punishment left to the 
discretion of U.S. Dist. Judge James 
L.King. 


The verdict came four months after 


Lansky was deported from Israel. He 
was living in Israel at the time the grand 
jury subpoenaed him to answer ques- 
tions about alleged profit skimming at 
the Flamingo Hotel casino in Las 
Vegas, Nev. 


Lansky contended his failure to ap- 


pear before the Miami grand jury was 
not willful disobedience because his Tel 
Aviv physician advised him that travel 
could endanger his life. 


The prosecution contended the 


medical excuse was a subterfuge 
specifically engineered by Lansky to 
avoid returning to the United States 
where the FBI was waiting to arrest 
him.

In addition to sentencing on the con- 


tempt conviction, Lansky is scheduled 
to go on trial here March 19 on income 
tax evasion charges and in Las Vegas 
June 4 on charges of milking the Flam- 
ing of $36 million in untaxed profits.

WOUNDED KNEE, S.D. (AP) — 


South Dakota's two senators were fly- 
ing to this tiny community todav in an 
effort to end a two-day siege by militant 
Indians holding 11 residents hostage. 


Sen. James Abourezk said he had 


been assured that one and possibly two 
of the captives held since the takeover 
Tuesday night would be freed when the 
plane carr\-ing him and fellow 
Democrat George McGovern arrived in 
South Dakota. 


The senators first planned to land at 


nearby Pine Ridge, the closest town 
with an airport, but Abourezk's office in 
Washington said later their plane would 
arrive at Ellsworth Air Force Base near 
Rapid City. They were then to 
helicopter directly to Wounded Knee. 


"I have this assurance through an 


intermediary and I know the American 
Indian Movement —AIM —leaders are 
aware of it," he said. "I'm confident we 
can negotiate the release of the rest 
once we get there." 


Their plane was expected to touch 


down around midmoming. 


The 200 Indians have demandcJ a 


Senate probe of the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs in return for freeing the hos- 
tages. Aside from onebrief meeting witii 


an FBI agent, the Indians have kept law 
enforcement officers al a distance, and 
there was an exchange of gunfire 
Wednesday morning. 


Contacted in Washington before his 


departure, Abourezk said he and fellow 
Democrat McGovern would be accom- 
panied by members of the staffs of 
Sens. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
and J.W. Fulbright, D-Ark. 


The Indians also had demanded that 


Kennedy and Fulbright come to the 
reservation to discuss their grievances, 
which include the government's 
handling of U-S.-Indian treaties and the 
way in which the Oglala Sioux tribe 
elects its leaders.

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U.N. body condemns Israel in plane downing 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. <AP) —By a 


vote of 305-3, the International Civil 
Aviation Organization has condemned 
Israel for shooting down a Libyan 
airliner over the Sinai Desert last week. 


It was the most decisive roll call 


against Israel ever recorded by an 
agency of the United Nations since the 
Jewish state was bom in 3949. 


Israel cast the lone vote against the 


resolution, adopted Wednesday by an 
assembly of ICAO. Colombia and 
Malawi abstained from voting on the 
measure, which also orders an ICAO 
investigation into the Feb. 21 tragedy 


that claimed 106 lives. 


Israel indicated it would cooperate 


with ICAO and other official investigat- 
ors, although it opposed the con- 
deftm-and-investigate resolution on 
grounds that it prejudged the issue. 


Israeli diplomats had expected the 


outcome, but said they were surprised 
that the United States had voted for the 
measure. The U,S. delegate, Betty 
Dillon of San Francisco, had sought to 
temper the condemnation provision. 
She abandoned the effort after Britain 
said there was no point in creating 
additional controversy. 


Following the vote, delegates from 


the Netherlands, Ireland. Denmark, 
South Africa, Switzerland. Brazil and 
the United States said they wanted the 
record to show they felt it was premat- 
ure to condemn Israel. But they added 
that defects in the resolution were 
outweighed by the need to launch an 
investigation. 


Colombia said it abstained because 


the Colombian constitution provides 
that "nobody can be condemned 
without first being heard and tried." 


Malawi was the other country that 


abstained from voting on the measure, 


cosponsored by Egypt, Yugoslavia and 
23 Asiann African and Arab countries. 


Libya was not among the cosponsors, 


didnot parti cipaleinthedebate and was 
absent during the voting, Arab sources 
said this was intended as a demonstrat- 
ion of Libya's lack of confidence in the 
United Nations or U.N, specialized 
agencies, such as the ICAO.

governors today voted unanimously to 
oppose President Nixon's plan to 
revamp federal domestic aid programs 
until they get more information on how 
it will affect their states.' 


At a breakfast meeting, the 


Democratic state executives decided to 
oppose the President's plan to switch 
many programs from direct aid to so- 
called "special revenue sharing." 


"The Democratic governors are dis- 


satisfied with the kind of information 
that has been given us," both about 
proposed budget cuts and the shape and 
size of special revenue sharing, Gov. 
John J. Gilligan of Ohio told reporters. 


"The Democratic governors have 


agreed unanimously to oppose special 
revenue sharing in any form until they 
have specific, detailed factual informat- 
ion" on its impact, Gilligan added. 


The Ohio governor, serving as 


Democratic spokesman because Gov. 
Dale Bumpers had to return to Arkan- 
sas, said the governors planned to pool 
their resources to analyze the 
President's proposals "and to inform the 
Congress as to the real impact of the 
budget cuts." 


They will meet again later this spring 


to discuss the subject, he added. 


Gilligan said the no formal resolution 


was adopted but that the Democrats 
voted unanimously to authorize him to 
present their views.

"I would be 


less than candid if I did not say that I am 
no wiser now than when I came," 
Bumpers said. 


"I think Gov. Bumpers is understat- 


ing his ability. I certainly think he is 
wiser," responded Gov. Linwood Hoi- 
ton of Virginia, chairman of the 
Republican Governors Association who 
has been the administration's chief 
spokesman and defender during the 
meetings. 


Holton also declared he remains op- 


timistic, despite coolness among 
congressional leaders, that the Nixon 
administration will succeed in per- 
suading Congress to convert many of 
the 1,000-pIus specific federal-aid 
programs into four "special i:avenue- 
sharing" programs giving states vide 
latitude on spending. 


But Mandel and Bumpers said the 


administration officials were unable to 
say which specific federal programs 
would be dropped, and when the ad- 
ministration's plans would be ready for 
presentation to Congress—though they 
said the officials contended federal help 
next year would be the same as this 
vear. 


Nixon defends planned 
social welfare changes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon, observing that his revamped 
social welfare program already has 
aroused "intense controversy and con- 
siderable misunderstanding," defended 
his changes today in a special message 
to Congress. 


The lengthy message itself contained 


no surprises and confirmed expectat- 
ions that Nixon would back away from 
his 1969 welfare reform program, that 
would have, in effect, guaranteed a 
minimum annual income for poor 
families. 


Much of the emphasis was on jus- 


tifying the reorganization and in some 
cases, scrapping of past federal activit- 
ies in the area of human resources. 


Pledging that he will display "com- 


passion that works—not simply com- 
passion that means well." Nixon took 
credit for a record human resources 
budget he put at S125 billion—"nearly 
twice the amount that was being spent 
on such programs when 3 took office m 
1969. 


"The overall effect of these reforms 


will be the elimination of programs that 
are wasteful so that we can concentrate 
on programs that work." 


Nixon, \vho said "the welfare mess 


cannot be permitted to continue." ack- 
nowledged he was abandoning broad 
welfare reform "since the legislative 
outlook seems to preclude passage.. in 
the immediate future," 


However, he said he is ordering 


vigorous steps to strengthen the 
management of aid to families with 
dependent children—a program he 
described as "inequitable, inefficient 
and inadequate"—through adnvnistrat- 
ive measures and unspecified legislative 
proposals. 


As he had promised. Nixon again said 


he would ask Congress for a new law 
"for alleviating the often crushing bur- 
dens which property taxes place on 
many older Americans," but he did not 


spell out what he had in mind. 


Discussing his controversial dis- 


mantling of the Office of Economic 
Opportunity, Nixon pictured the move 
as strengthening antipoverty programs 
by moving them into Cabinet depart- 
ments directly concerned. 


"The only major OEO program for 


which termination of federal funding is 
recommended in my budget is com- 
munity action." he said. 


With S2.S billion of federal funds 


having been spent since the program 
was launched in 1965. Nixon said 
further funding 'no longer seems 
necessary or desirable " 


After stating that "1 am irrevocably 


committed ... to fulfilling the American 
dream for all Americans," Nixon 
promised: 


—Resubrnission of federal health in- 


surance legislation, the channeling of 
manpower training money through 
manpower revenue sharing rather than 
categorical grants. 


—New moves to give greater decision

—Support for the equal rights 


amendment to the Constitution aimed 
at improving the legal standing of 
women. 


—Increased funds for direct assis- 


tance to college students.

level and all grants not obligated before 
Jan. 8 won't be funded. He said this 
apparently is why the commission 
funds are being reallocated to several 
Wisconsin projects. 


Chris Roepcke, Seymour mayor, said 


he had received no official word on the 
lost funds from either agency. 


He said that the $50,000 from the 


commission was planned for the second 
phase of the well updating, including 
water softening or iron removal equip- 
ment and ground storage space. He said 
he didn't know how the city would 
adjust to the lost funds. 


Roland Clement, vice president of Me 


Mahon Associates, Inc., Menasha, said 
the city probably could come up with 
some chemical treatment to ease the 
iron problem. 


The city already has constructed a 


water tower for $140,000 and is laying 
water main. The project primarily in- 
volves providing water service to 
northeastern areas, including industrial 
areas, but also includes general water 
system upgrading, citywide through 
increased water pressure and better 
distribution. 


The city has bonded for about 


$715,000 for the water project and a 
sewer upgrading, including a larger 
treatment facility. The sewer funding 
will be sought through the federal En- 
vironmental Protection Agency. 


Roepcke said the water project will 


be completed; probably this spring 
since the second phase won't be start- 
ed. The first phase of upgrading one of 
the two wells involves installing new 
equipment 
to increase pumping 


capability. The water project total cost 
is $150,000. 


Roepcke today was skeptical about 


the reported lost funds because he had 
heard that story once before, and it 
turned out to be false. Also, an FHA 
representative in Outagamie 
said he 


was "quite sure" the $1,000 would be 
forthcoming, but he suggested the state 
office in Stevens Point be contacted. 


Monroe said the funds definitely 


aren't available and he expressed 
displeasure with the announcement 
made by the commission sometime ago 
that the $50,000 was granted.

, The board also indicated that plan- 
ning had progressed to the point where 
site selection was necessary and 
recommended the buildings on the 
Ariens property b*1 demolished and the 
site used for the library. 


The Ariens family has voiced 


disapproval of the proposed plan and 
requested the city to find an alternate 
use for the property and locate the 
library elsewhere. 


Mrs. Michael Ariens attended the 


meeting to find out the current status 
of plans for removal of the buildings 
and also whether or not the city had 
accepted a formal offer from R. D. 
Peters. 


No formal offer has as yet been 


received, authorities said, although 
verbal confirmation has been given to 
both the library board and members of 
the council. 


The decision to demolish the build- 


ings was based on the grounds that the 
present building would not meet state 
codes for use as any public facility 
without extensive renovation. Alder- 
men commented that much of the 
architectural value of the structure 
would be lost in the process.

Resources are pushing for the plan, 
primarily to increase safety These 
trails would keep the snowmobiler on 
the designated trails and out of the 
ditches and off the roads.

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sioner is the liaison between the clis- 
putting divorce parties and the court. 
The position doesn't require a lawyer's 
training, he said. 


Van Susteren is involved in still 


another controversy —a censure by the 
state judicial ethics commission for 
having his brother as public adminis- 
trator. He contends he has done 
nothing wrong — and says the com- 
mission points this out in its brief —but 
concedes that publicity on the matter 
probably has hurt his campaign. 
• Of the censure, Van Susteren said: 
"It's utterly useless. My own personal 
standards are far higher than that code, 
despite what the commission says." 
Most judges' ethics are, he added. 


Van Susteren said the commission 


had privately asked him to discharge 
his brother, Joseph prior to the public 
hearing and censure, but he said he 
can't and won't discharge him because 
it would be an admission of wrong-do- 
ing. He said he still hasn't received the 
formal censure decision but will appeal 
it to the state Supreme Court if and 
when he does. 


He puts little faith in the commission 


and its attempts to set ethics;and sug- 
gests that it censured him because it 
had to do what as expected to do. 


Van Susteren believes the electorate 


is capable of evaluating a judge. He said 
it's not the degree of a man's legal 
education that makes him a good judge 
but his native intelligence, moral 
courage, humanity and spirit. 


"All you've got to do is look at a man, 


and you say, 'Would I like that man to 
sit in judgment on my case? " One picks 
a judge as he picks an attorney or 
physician, based on the recommenda- 
tion of acquaintances, Van Susteren 
said. 
• He suggested that the job can help 
make the man. As Winston Churchill 
pnce said it, Van Susteren quoted, 
^Clothe a man in the purple robes of 
royalty and he shall soon act like a 
king." 
• He agreed that voters also can 
evaluate a man by reviewing his court 
performance. Van Susteren, who has 
been criticized for not following what 
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might be considered the normal court 
timetable, said he has had the state 
Supreme Court reverse only one of his 
1,200 or 1,300 cases. 


Van Susteren noted that one weak- 


ness in looking at reversals is 'that a 
judge can adjust the facts in a case to 
minimize the possibility of a reversal. 


He said age generally shouldn't be a 


factor in picking a judge, although he 
commented that he is much smarter 
now than he was 10 years ago. Van 
Susteren is 58. 


Van Susteren saw the state Citizens' 


Study Committee on Judicial Or- 
ganization's proposal to make a single- 
level trial court, eliminating the Circuit 
Court as an appeal court, as inevitable, 
and accepted as inevitable by all attor- 
neys and judges. 


He contended that the separation 


between the circuit and county courts 
"is an artificial distinction" which only 
makes it more difficult to shift court 
duties among the judges when one is 
overloaded. He termed the reorganiza- 
tion cyclical, and with the last reor- 
ganization about a decade old, it's time 
for another. 


Van Susteren said the reorganization 


is a "logical step." It doesn't make sense 
to pay the Circuit Court judge more 
than county judges or to give him a 
slightly more prestigious place in the 
judicial system. 


He also said the need to shift judges 


from county to county to meet caseload 
variations is significant. He questioned 
the logic of, for example, Shawano 
County with about 32,000 people 
having two county judges and Ou- 
tagamie with 118,000 having only three. 


To other specific questions, Van 


Susteren said he: 


— Opposes changing from a system 


requiring unanimous jury verdicts to 
one allowing convictions on split 
decisions. He noted that the existing 
system has floundered over the years! 
but it still "has come about to be the 
right system." He suggest that it is an 
important element in those forces 
that serve to preserve liberty and 
freedom m this nation. 


— Believes that the judiciary should 


listen "completely and all the time" to 
the idea of the citizenry on the opera- 
tion of the courts. He said he is always 
open to roundtable discussions on the 
courts and sometimes learns things 
regarding court operation from tes- 
timony he hears. 


He said also the county's attorneys 


know they can get a meeting with him 
to discuss procedural and other mat- 
ters. And public officials have come to 
him about court operations, he added. 


—Opposes changing the number of 


jurors in a criminal trial from 12 to 6 
because it is unconstitutional under the 
U.S. Constitution guaranteeing the 
right to trial by jury. He noted that if it 
can be changed to six, then why not 
three? In either case, the chance of a 
fair trial is reduced. 


He said he is a traditionalist and likes 


the sj'Stem as it is. 


— Opposes switching to the appoin- 


tive, rather than elective, system for 
choosing judges because it would 
promote politicking and favor-seeking. 
And more important, Van Susteren 
said, "it is that he is not amenable to the 
will of the people." 


He said the appointed county or cir- 


cuit court judge would become as the 
appointed federal judges who, he sug- 
gested, "live in ivory towers." 


—Favors plea-bargaining, whereby a 


defendant agrees to plead guilty to a 
lesser charge in exchange for a specific 
punishment. He said the courts would 
be overloaded if this weren't practiced. 


Van Susteren, a native of Little 


Chute, was elected last year to his 
second full six-year term as County 
Court Branch 1 judge. He was appoint- 
ed to the judgeship in 1965 and won his 
first term in 1966. 


His court has dealt primarily with 


divorce and related legal matters, 
probate, mental hearings and commit- 
ments, adoptions and some overflow 
from criminal courts. 


Van Susteren is married and has

Highway edgelines 


Nine members of the Wisconsin state assembly have present- 


ed a bill in Madison to extend the program of painting edgelines 
on state trunk highways to embrace the whole of that network. 
They are likely to have the earnest backing of thousands of 
Wisconsin motorists as well as those concerned with highway 
safety for their idea. 


Such paint stripes on both edges of highway surfaces were 


among the progressive improvements in Wisconsin road main- 
tenance during the last decade or more and as most highway 
users know, are comforting aids during night driving or during 
rain or other weather difficulties. There is perhaps no way to 
demonstrate statistically what they have done to hold down the 
rate of accident and injury on the roads, but the common 
experience of drivers is persuasive. 


But like other desirable advances in modern life, such service 


is costly. The painted edges are not permanent. Normally* 
repainting is required at 2-year intervals. Thus far the state 
highway division has covered about two fifths of the 24,750 miles 
(including both edges) of stripes that would be required to cover 
the entire state highway system. 


A fiscal note submitted by the division of highways for the 


guidance of the legislature in considering the bill says that the 
additional cost to complete such service would bs about half a 
million dollars a year. Such sums are not now in sight, as state 
officials talk about cutting back the improvement schedule in 
many ways. But there is also a push for replenishment of the 
highway fund through additional motor user levies. If they are 
approved, the extension of the edge painting program would be 
among the most desirable causes.

expression by some city employes in Madison has been amicably 
resolved with the revelation that the chairman of the city library 
commission did not in fact attempt to restrict employes of the 
city library in the expression of the views about the merits of a 
regional library plan. 


Such district-wide library service was authorized in an act of 


the 1971 legislature, and it turns out that the head of the city 
library trustees was misunderstood during a discussion of the 
question. 


Thus a tempest was resolved in the way that the residents of a 


state with proud democratic principles and history obviously 
desire. 


Those who observed the incident and its resolution, however, 


may be curious about another recent incident in Madison 
involving the right of a city employe to speak out on a public 
issue. The city board of education has been found guilty of 
violating the law by permitting a teacher tc speak at one of its 
meetings to express objections to a proposal that would require 
him to make payments for the support of a union against his will. 
The protest was against the "fair share" assessment that the 
legislature has permitted to yield up revenue from public 
employes who do not desire to join a union. The state 
employment relations board has ruled that the board of educa- 
tion acted illegally and in fact was guilty of committing a 
prohibited practice when it allowed the teacher to voice his 
objections. 


So much for the actuality of the free speech right in the 


Wisconsin public service. 


The impact of early. civilizations 


Some amateur spelunkers were probing an old cave about 20 


miles from Rome. They found a treasure — a frescoed church 
probably 13 centuries old. 


Such finds are not as rare as they seem. But even more 


interesting are the possibilities in some known sites of ancient 
places of worship, of earlier religious sects or in parts of the 
world where Christianity penetrated late. Dolraam stones and 
untouched cairns are sprinkled around Ireland and the 
European mainland. Strange and huge earth figures can be seen 
from airplanes over the Andes mountains. Caves in Central 
America have yielded considerable insights into civilizations 
that flourished long before the Spanish invasion.

The list covers every continent, and almost every region. 


Human occupation of the earth is only an infinitesimal bit of 


the earth's existence. But what an amazing impact it has had for 
centuries we are only beginning to understand. 


As Chile prepares to vote 


As in national elections in many countries this last year, 


estimates about Sunday's in Chile are cautious. Will the turmoil, 
often violent in the two years since a Marxist was elected 
president, mean reaction to the relative conservation of the 
Democratic Confederation? Or will it be that no one votes 
against Santa Claus among the majority peasants and poor who 
have backed the Popular Unity government before? 


This time President Salvador Allende does not come up for 


election. But half of the members of the Senate and all of the 
Deputies of the lower legislative house do. If the opposition 
gains control — and the margin of power by Popular Unity 
backers is extremely thin — they can successfully defeat 
Allende's programs — or inspire civil war. 


Allende took office with the need to cooperate with members 


of other parties because of only about a 33 per cent margin of 
victory in 1971. Nevertheless it was probably the first time in 
history that a Marxist had won in a free election. Now it appears 
that for the first time in history a Marxist in power also will put 
his control on the line to the voters. Allende cannot do otherwise 
because he does not have the absolute power that the usual 
Communist dictators have. 


If fact this is one reason so far for the failure of AHende's 


regime to assure control. Whether one approves of complete 
socialism or not, it apparently must have the power to authorize 
and maintain rigid controls while it is establishing its policies. 
Allende has had to rely upon democratic principles which a 
socialist regime may not be able to do. Sunday's vote may make 
this clear. 


Actually all the reform moves in Chile did not start with 


Allende- The former president, Eduardo Frei, now leader 01" the 
opposition, began the extensive land reform which has meant 
the breaking up of about all the haciendas of more than 200 
acres. Private farms and cooperatives now share the lands. 
Industries have been nationalized rapidly. The wealthy are able 
to live in almost their earlier splendor since they still have 
dollars, worth ten times the regular price on the black market 
But many have left the country. The small shop owners and 
noddle class have been hun by new policies and especially by the 
runaway :nflatjon — as high as 350 per cerst this last year — as 
:hey demonstrated in a naiaorrwjce strike last fall.

Why utility rates are going higher 


MADISON — One of the ironies of the times 


in Wisconsin affairs is the substantial rise in the 
cost of public utility service of all kinds, and 
notably electric power, with the authorization 
of the state Public Service Commission that for 
the first time in the memory of most consumers 
is under the control of men whose liberal views 
have always included stern price regulation. 


No doubt the circumstance is the more 


puzzling to consumers who remember that for 
a preceding decade, public utilities, and 
especially those in the electrical energy field, 
wsre able to hold their rates stable. 


Two are Democrats 


The Democratic majority of two out of three 


commissioners — Chairman William Eich and 
Richard Cudahy — are evidently aware of the 
incongruity, as it must appear to be in the 
minds of rank and file utility bill payers who are 
not sophisticated in the mysteries of the 
economic forces involved. 


In the most recent power rate case involving 


the Wisconsin Power and Light Co., one of the 
state's largest, the commission labored to dis- 
sect the anomaly. 


The result after extensive hearings was an 


unusually long but illuminating order which is 
also a lecture on public utility economics. Few 


consumers will pore over the esoteric pages, 
but they may conceivably have some impact on 
those politicians of little understanding but 
great publicity skills who spend so much of 
their time condemning utility rate rises and 
suggesting that stability should obtain there in 
defiance of economic instability on every other 
level. 


The order is a model of exposition. Rate 


stability and some of the declines in the 1960s 
flowed from steadily increasing markets arising 
out of more demands that permitted increased 
costs. 


Now the utilities are paying the price of 


inflationary pressures in payrolls, fuel, taxes, 
maintenance and all other categories, to the 
extent that there is serious concern about 
maintaining a rate of return that will continue 
to assure attraction of capital. 


Any factor illustrates, but the wage cost is 


perhaps most easily understood. In the last 10 
years average hourly wages paid by a 
representative company advanced 41 per cent. 
Combined pressures depressed earnings for 
stockholders to the lowest level in two decades. 
One of the common errors of public officials is 


to assume a public understanding that is 
greater than exists. 
Then came a little lecture on the elementary 


principles of utility regulation — a balanced 
protection of the concerns of the consumer, the 
company and investors who provide capital. 


Investor risks high 


"There is testimony in this record," the order 


said, "that the risks faced by investors in public 
utility enterprises are higher at this point than 
they were one or two years ago, or. for that 
matter, at practically any time since the close of 
World War II." 


If the man on the street remains skeptical, in 


the face of advancing charges for electricity, 
telephone, gas and other utility service, Chair- 
man Eich appears determined to illustrate how 
regulation program under his command is in 
fact careful in spite of the apparent contradic- 
tions in the customer's bills. 


The commission is bearing down hard and 


may bear down even more severely on sales 
promotion, for example, on the ground — 
reasonable or otherwise — that such expendi- 
ture is unwise at a time of public preoccupation 
with energy shortages and environmental 
damage. Some companies have taken the cue 
and have reduced sales promotion, it was said.

New revolution 
opposes spending

American Revolution, it appears, is 
alive and spreading. Major upheavals 
in the scope and structure of U.S. 
government begin in Washington, but 
the largest among them have been 
quickly reflected in the states. For 
example, after Franklin Roosevelt 
launched the activist tide of the New 
Deal, dozens of states followed suit, 
setting up varied "Little New Deals" 
that expanded the hitherto limited 
social and economic scope of state 
governmenu 


Such imitation is the ultimate L'tmu=. 


History records no state-level "Little 
Square Deals," "Little Fair Deals" or 
"Little New Frontiers". Only the 
epochal 
Federal 
shifts 
trigger 


grassroots mimicry. Whether or not 
Richard Nixon's "New 
American 


Revolution" can match the Roosevelt 
Revolution by launching state-level 
replicas across the nation is not yet 
wholly clearr but affirmative evidence 
is growing. In state after state, Federal 
revenue-sharing, plus a rising national 
anti-welfare tide, is triggering tax 
reductions and program cutbacks. 


In Connecticut, Governor Thomas 


Meskill's budgetary hardline seems so 
successful that GOP conservatives are 
already boosting him for the vice 
presidential nomination in 1976. By- 
standing firm on state outlays, Meskill 
has been able to ask the legislature for a 
reduction of the sales tax from 7 per 
cent to 6.5 per cent, abolition of the 
present dividends tax, and easing of 
current business taxes. His fiscal 
package also continues to hold the line 
against a state income tax. The gover- 
nor's position mirrors that of the White 
House: roll back big government. 


Others proposing tax cuts 


With 1973 legislative sessions well 


under way across the nation, state tax 
reduction is picking up steam. In 
Michigan, Pennsylvania, and other 
states, governors are proposing tax 
cuts, and other states are putting 
surpluses into contingency funds and 
grants to local communities. Few states 
are finding it necessary — or politic — 
to impose new taxes. 


The most breathtaking effort of all is 


being launched in California by Gover- 
nor Ronald Reagan, whose state faces 
an S850 million budget surplus. On Feb. 
8, Reagan announced a plan to 1) rebate 
a substantial chunk of 1974 California 
income taxes; 2) postpone a scheduled 
1973 sales tax hike: 3) achieve an on- 
going 10 per cent reduction in the state 
income tax; and 4) put a constitutional 
limit on the percentage of the people's 
money that can ever be taken by 
government. 


The last segment of the governor's 


program — the tax limitation — is a 
stunning innovation. Should the idea 
catch on in California, it could spread 
like fiscal wildfire. Reagan intends 
shortly to submit to the California 
legislature a Constitutional Amend- 
ment providing for an unprecedented 
15-year phase-down in the percentage 
of California's personal income which 
the government can take from the 
people (from 8.75 per cent to 7.15 per 
cent). Because state income is expected 
to grow immensely in the next 15 years, 
such a restriction would leave the state 
with plenty of revenue (S27 billion a 
year in 19S9 as opposed to 510 billion a 
year now). Even so, the relative public 
burden would be less — and the 
legislative tendency to spend, spend, 
spend would be capped with an effec- 
tive legal lid. 


If the Democratic-controlled legisla- 


ture approves Reagan's constitutional 
proposal, the governor will schedule a 
special election for the people to vote 
on it. On the other hand, should the 
Democrats balk, Reagan will head a 
petition drive to place the plan on the 
ballot through voter initiative. 


Reagan's battle theme was capsuled 


in his statement "Before 1930, federal, 
state and local governments were 
taking 15 cents out of every dollar you 
earned. By 3950, it was 30cents. Today, 
government's shcre of every dollar you 
earn is more than 43 cents. Obviously, 
freedom itself is in danger if we con- 
tinue this rate of increase," 


Only a spending lid can do the job. 


The governor cites management expert 
Peter Drucker's words: 


"A legislature needs an absolute 


celling on the tax dollars which it 
receives, so that it can get into the 
business of setting priorities. Other- 
wise, legislators can't and won't say 
"no" to spending proposals. This is the 
objective reality of our time." 


From the White House to Sacramen- 


to, Republican leaders are gambling 
that Mr. & Mrs. John Q. Citizen arfe 
coming to believe that they are not 
getting their money's worth for the 43 
per cent of then- income that is going to 
federal, state and local government. If 
this is true, and the reaction against 
spendthrift government is creating a 
new politics on the state level as well as 
the federal level, then the New 
American Revolution is a reality.

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Credit rates to rise with new consumer act

. Those of you consumers who hold 
; Wisconsin revolving charge accounts 
• got a break in late 1970 when the State 
' Supreme Court ruled interest rates on 
;the accounts are governed by 
• provisions of the state usury law. 
.Creditors had to cut your interest rate 
;from 18 per cent to 12. What's more, 
• they've been required to make refunds 
•to those who request them on excess 
'interest charged in the two-year period 
prior to the court's ruling. 


If you have a revolving account, such 


as those offered by large department 
stores or bank credit card plans, you've 
received notice recenty telling you 
about the new Wisconsin Consumer 
Act that goes into effect Thursday. It's a 
lengthy, complex document that totally 
•reshapes Wisconsin's consumer credit 
Jaws. Among its provisions is one that 
•will allow the interest rate on the first 
;$500 in your revolving charge balance 
;to shoot back up to 18 per cent. 
• In some cases, firms are tending to 
play down the fact that they'll be getting 
a bigger helping of interest on this type 
of account. One notice for example, 
begins by referring to the act's descrip- 
tion as a "model of consumer credit 
legislation," and several paragraphs 
later gets around to mentioning that the 
account "will be limited to" the 18 per 
cent rate on the first $500, and 12 per 
cent on amounts above that level. 
Another placed the emphasis on es- 
tablishment of a new system on 
revolving charge accounts for its Wis- 
consin customers. 
\ If the interest rate is going up, some 
consumers are wondering, what's so 
good about the new law. Critics, 
including some who support other 
provisions of the act, have been step- 
ping up their attack on the increase as 
the effective date draws near. 


State Rep David Berger, D-Mil- 


waukee, an author of an amendment 
that would roll the rate back to 12 per 
cent, said at a hearing last week that the 
increase was "one of the most grievous 
things done to the poor" by the Wis- 
consin legislature. 
--"The responsible consumer that I 
believe I represent will receive no 
benefits whatsoever 
from the 


provisions of this act," State Rep. John 
Shabaz, R-New Berlin, said. 


"It's aimed at protecting, quite 


frankly, the r'^adbeat, the guy that 
doesn't want 
pay his bill," Shabaz, 


minority lead 
in the Assembly, said. 


"And the 18 p 
^nt is then required for 


those of us v<, ,•>, are going to pick up the 
debts of the deadbeats." 


Shabaz said many persons are not 


aware of the increase, and that even if 
they are, perhaps they don't care 
anyway since it -Alii be spread out over 
a year. 


Another critic, State Rep. Kenyon 


Giese, R-Sauk City, has introduced a bill 
to repeat Ihe entire act, a bill that even 
he concedes has virtually no chance of 
passage. Giese said he thinks the 18 per 
cent rate is "far too high a price to pay" 
for the consumer protections which 
supporters are emphasizing. He points 
to information which he said indicates 
the increase will amount to an addit- 
ional $35 million to $40 million a year. 


"We ruled going from 12 to 18 per 


cent," Mrs. Helen Nelson, a consumer 
affairs specialist with the University of 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee and president of 
the Consumer Federation of America, 
said, "That's the type of concession 
you don't want to make." 


Mrs. Nelson referred to compromises 


worked out by credit industry and con- 
sumer representatives in lengthy negot- 
iations that shaped the final bill. 


The bargaining resulted in a version 


that was acceptable, if not entirely 
satisfactory, to the various factions, and 
one that was able to make it through 
both houses of the legislature last 
March. It passed the Assembly 60-33, 
and the Senate 20-12 on its way to Gov. 
Patrick J. Lucey's d°sk. 


But, Mrs. Nelson added: "We could 


not have got the many substantial basic 
improvements in consumer rights 
without accepting the rate increase for 
resolving credit and bank credit." 
"She said persons who use these types 
of accounts "are among the most able of 
consumers and most able to find alter- 
natives." 


"The 12 per cent credit that goes to 18 


is a small proportion," she says. "It's the 
suburbs and the middle class con- 
sumer." 


"I'm tired of people talking about 12 


per cent interest when in fact most loans 
in the state never were granted at 12 per 
cent," Thomas Crandall, an attorney 
with Milwaukee Legal Services and the 
man who represented consumer 
interests in negotiations on the bill," 
said. 


"Certainly, low-income consumers 


never got 12 per cent interest. Poor 
people do not have revolving charge 
accounts," he said. 


State Rep. Harout Sanasarian, a Mil- 


waukee Democrat who introduced the 
original bill which was the basis for 
negotiating the final version, said he 
thinks the rate increase was inevitable. 
He says a bill providing the hike 
"zoomed right through" the Assembly 
before his bill was produced. 


"My frank reading is that they were 


going to get an increase to 18 per cent 
even without a consumer protection 
jcdiage," he says, "So at least we were 
able to get something there that no 
other state has been able to do/" 


"Often enough, people talk about 


interest ratesand they just think there's 
only one kind,""1 Sanasarian said. 
"There's all kinds, depending on what 
type of thing you're buying or what 
particular credit you're inolved in," 
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Crandall emphasized that interest 


rates will be going down in many areas, 
such as those involving closed-end ins- 
tallment buying accounts. 


"For the first time, we're carefully 


regulating how rates are calculated," he 
said. "There are things you can't put a 
percentage rate figure on" which are 
"certainly going to amount to far more 
benefit to the consumer." 


In the past, there has been no 


regulation on interest charged on ins- 
tallment contracts for purchasing such 
items as furniture, appliances and other 
goods from a • etailer. 


"They're regularly charging 28 to 36 


per cent, and I've seen it go as high as 
50," Crandall said. 


Under the Wisconsin Consumer Act, 


these rates will drop to a maximum of 18 
per cent on the first $500 and 12 per cent 
on the balance. 


Farm equipment credit, too, has not 


been regulated. After March 1, it will be 
limited to an annual percentage rate of 
,163. 


Licensed lenders, or loan companies, 


have been able to charge interest at 
annual percentage rates of 21,22 and 26 
per cent, depending on the type of loan. 
The new law cuts this to a flat rate of 18 
per cent or, for loans under $3,000, 18.8 
per cent on the first $1,000 and 15.7 per 
cent on the balance. 


Motor vehicle loan regulations will 


not change a great deal. The rate stays 
at 12.7 per cent for new cars and 16.3 per 
cent for those up to two years old. The 
present rate is 21.5 per cent for cars from 
three to five years old, and 26.7 lor those 
over five years. Under the new law, the 
rate stays at 21.5 per cent for cars 
between three and four years old, and 
cises to 23.2 per cent for those four 
years and older. 


The basic rate of 18 per cent on the 


first $500 and 12 per cent on the balance 
will apply to revolving charge accounts, 
loans made Ly banks, credit unions, 
savings and loan associations and credit 
on all other goods. 


But in the case of revolving charge 


accounts, there will be some variations 
at the start. Most firms must continue to 
charge 12 per cent interest on account 
balances existing prior to the deadline, 
going, to the higher rate for transactions 
taking place after March 1. 


However, Assistant Atty. Gen. James 


Jeffries of the Justice Department's 
Office of Consumer Affairs, said a 
handful of credit plans, notably Master 
Charge and Bank-Amencard, have con- 
tract clauses that allow them to go to 18 
per cent immediately on the first $500 
for prior purchases. 


John F. Doyle, administrator of the 


Division of Consumer Credit in the state 


Banking Commissioner's office, said 
there may even be some persons who 
have never signed a valid agreement 
with a bank charge card plan because 
they got their card by virtue of doing 
business with a particular store that 
discounted its paper through the plan. 


But, he added, use of the charge card 


after receiving notice of the new 
provisions constitutes agreement with 
the terms. 


Regulation notices sent by Master 


Charge and Bank-Amencard refer to 
possession as well as use of the cards as 
constituting agreement. 


It is generally assumed that the 


maximum allowable rate under the new 
act will be the one used by most credit- 
ors, but Doyle isn't sure. 


"I don't say they're all going to go up," 


he said. "There's a possibility that many 
people will keep operating the same as 
they have; maybe for competitive 
reasons, maybe because they just don't 
want to go the route of going to 18 per 
cent." 


"I think they're going to be people 


who stay down at 12, and then they're 
going to be variations of how they're 
going to charge," he said.

Bill, once 
vetoed, is 
approved 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Confident of 


enough strength to override another 
veto if necessary, the Senate has given 
overwhelming approval to a $4.8-hillion 
vocational-rehabilitation bill that 
President Nixon rejected earlier. 


Wednesday's 86-2 vote sent the bill to 


the House where action is expected next 
week. The bill was the fourth of a dozen 
pocket-vetoed by Nixon last year that 
has re-passed the Senate. 


Sponsors say it likely will be the first 


of the vetoed measures to reach the 
President's desk, probably in mid- 
March. They said they are confident 
Nixon can be overridden if he vetoes it 
again 


The House Education and Labor 


Committee approved its version of the 
legislation Tuesday. 


On another front, Congress decided 


Wednesday not to battle any more 
with Nixon over two appropriations 
bills that still have not been passed for 
the current fiscal year which is two- 
thirds over. 


- Instead, it sent him an emergency 


resolution extending funding for the 
agencies covered by the bills through 
June 30, the end of the fiscal year. 


One of the bills would allow the 


Health, Education and Welfare and 
Labor departments to continue spend- 
ing at an annual rate of $29.8 billion. The 
President vetoed two versions of this 
last year. The other allows foreign-aid 
spending at a $1.5-hillion rate. 


The $4.8-bilhon measure cleared by 


the Senate Wednesday authorizes 
money for four additional years for the 
53-year-old 
vocational-rehabilitation 


program. 


Democrats and Republicans agreed it 


has been one of the most successful of 
all government programs. 


A key sponsor, Sen. Alan Cranston 


said that, for every SI spent, it is es- 
timated S3 to S5 will be returned to the 
Treasury through taxes paid by 
rehabilitated workers and savings in 
public-assistance or other federal 
payments. 


The bill would sharply increase 


authorizations for basic grants to the 
states under the program; concentrate 
greater attention on the severely han- 
dicapped; provide services to persons 
who could not be expected to work; give 
new special categorical aid to the deaf, 
blind, persons with spinal-cord injuries, 
and those suffering from severe kidney 
disease; expand research and training 
and ban discrimination against the han- 
dicapped in all federal-assisted 
programs. 


Nixon said the bill would fix 


unrealistically high 
authorizations 


which would arouse false hopes, create 
unnecessary categorical programs, and 
divert the program from its historic goal 
of fitting for jobs those handicapped 
persons most likely to succeed in this 
effort- 


Cranston, however, defended the 


authorizations as necessary to provide 
service to all those who should be 
reached.

ihe open spaces in and around 


Anchorage have an abundant supply of 
the foods moose like Kest — such as 
willow and birch scrubs.

Hartke files 
suit against 
airline search 
- NEW YORK (AP) — Sen. Vance 
Hartke, contending infringement of his 
"privileges and immunities" 
as a 


member of Congress, has filed a suit 
asking the government to bar airlines 
from searching him or his property. 


Hartke, an Indiana Democrat, said in 


a federal court suit filed Wednesday in 
Brooklyn that he had to undergo a 
search in Evansville, Ind. before board- 
ing an Allegheny Airlines plane to 
Washington last Jan. 15. 
This and 


similar searches at other airoorts 
.represent a "restraint tantamount to 
temporary arrest and (are) violative of 
the very substance and meaning of the 
priveleges and immunities provided for 
members of the United States Congress 
in Article 1 of the Constitution," the suit 
said. 


The suit seeks a declaratory judg- 


ment designating the searches as un- 
constitutional and asks the Federal 
Aviation Administration to order the 
airlines to halt the inspections of his 
person or property. 


The FAA last year ordered airlines to 


search all passengers and their hand 
luggage in an effort to locate guns or 
other weapons that might be used for 
skyjackings. 


Hartke's lawyer, Leon H. Charney, 


said the senator -was not opposed to 
passenger searches. He said the issue 
was the possible encroachment on the 
power of Congress by the executive 
branch, of which the FAA is an arm.

"There is no place in modern society

WASHINGTON (AP) — The shar- 


pest food-price increase on record is 
stirring pressure for President Nixon to 
slap controls on daily bread, bacon and 
beefsteak. 


But the administration says the solut- 


ion to the crunch that saw a 2.5-per-cent 
jump in supermarket prices in January 
is for farmers to raise bigger crops for 
fattening more cattle, hogs and 
chickens. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 


an opponent of freezing food prices, 
wants idled land put back to work and 
farmers to rely more on cash prices and 
less on government subsidies. 


Crop-acreage controls have been 


eased so that 40 million acres farmers 
idled last year in return for government 
subsidies can be planted in 1973. 


According to the plan, that will mean 


more wheat and bread. A larger corn 
crop will produce more hogs. Plentiful 
soybeans will mean more poultry and 
dairy products for the consumer. 


Bigger crops also are needed to help 


satisfy a growing export demand that is 
expected to siphon off a record $11.1 
billion worth of UMS. farm products 
this fiscal year. 


Some in the administration, ap- 


parently as perplexed as housewives, 
have suggested eating more cheese and 
less meat, going meatless one day a 
week and planting vegetable gardens as 
in World War II. 


Farmers have tentatively indicated 


they will grow more crops this year. 
Cattlemen are expanding breeding 
herds, but it still is at least 30 months 
from a twinkle in a bull's eye to a rump 


roast on the table. 


Hog producers are planning more 


b?iby pigs this year and— if corn and 
soybean prices are not too high—will 
fatten them into more pork chops and 
bacon by fall. 


Severe weather hampered last fall's 


harvest, and transportation bottlenecks 
brought about partly by huge export 
commitments, including massive grain 
exports to the Soviet Union, have 
helped cause shortages in the food 
pipeline. 


Meantime, as the Agriculture 


Department reported Wednesday, farm

prices for meat animals and many crops 
needed to sustain the food supply con- 
tinue skyward. 


Those went up 3 per cent over-all in 


the month ended Feb. 15, including 
record highs for cattle and hogs. 


Compared with a year earlier, prices 


paid farmers in February were up 22 per 
cent. If matched against prices in the 
base year 1967, the same products were 
nearly 50 per cent more expensive. 


Meat, the most expensive single item 


in a family food budget, has been most 
troublesome. Hamburger, once a 
low-pricedsubstituteforroastandsteak, 
cost 78 cents per pound nationally in 
January, up 10 per cent in a year, says 
the Labor Department. 


Bacon was $1.07 per pound in January 


and 83 cents a year ago. Eggs, less than 
50 cents a year or so ago, cost nearly 74 
cents a dozen 


Prices of raw farm products have 


risen so rapidly in recent months that 
government predictions of a 6-to-6.5- 
per-cent over-all rise in retail food for all 
of 1973 may already be outmoded. Even 
so, that rate would be the most since an 
11-per-cent boost in 1951. 
"Nixon is caught between a goal of 


reducing federal farm controls 'and 
subsidies and a commitment to check 
food costs. 


A week ago, in one of his State of the 


Union messages, Nixon said his Phase 3 
economic policy would include a spe- 
cial watch on food prices. 


"The underlying cause of this 


problem is that food supplies have not 
risen fast enough to keep up with-the 
rapidly rising demand," Nixon said. 
Special authority was given the Cost of 
Living Council to continue a watch over 
retail food operations and to hold com- 
panies to profit guidelines. 


But, as USDA reported Wednesday, 


the big January jump in retail food 
prices was due to higher farm prices, not 
because of larger middleman markups. 


Butz, who says food controls will lead 


to blackmarkets, rationing and shor- 
tages, reportedly has Nixon's ear on ihe 
subject. How long he will be able to turn 
aside growing outcries for direct White 
House action is a question. 


Right now, barring a Nixon decision 


to freeze food prices, consumers can 
only wait and see what happens after 
farmers take to the fields this year.

Consumer law capsule 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) - Here are 


some of the major provisions of the 
Wisconsin Consumer Act which went 
into effect today. 


—What it is: 
A 90-page package which reshapes 


Wisconsin's fragmented consumer 
protection laws, replacing them with an 
integrated code regulating nearly all 
aspects of debtor-creditor relationships. 


—What it covers: 
Credit transactions between a 


merchant and a consumer on amounts 
of up to $25,000 which involve finance 
charges or installment payments. 


—Interest: 
A basic rate of 18 per cent on credit of 


up to $500, but no more than 12 per cent 
on unpaid balances greater than $500. 
This means an increase on revolving 
charge accounts but a decrease in other 
cases, including installment sales con- 
tracts which were previously 
unregulated. 


—Holder in due-course doctrine: 
The doctrine under which a creditor 


could buy a sales contract from a 
merchant without having to answer to 
the consumer for the quality of the item 
the merchant had sold is eliminated in 
most consumer credit transactions. 


—Cooling-off periods: 


Most transactions involving credit or 


more than S25 in cash which are made 
away from a merchant's regular place of 
business, such as a door-to-door sale, 
can be cancelled by the consumer 
within three business days. 


—Collateral, default, repossession: 
The kinds and amounts of property 


allowed as collateral on an obligation 
are limited; conditions of default are 
defined and a creditor must give formal 
notice and allow the consumer a chance 
to make good on a debt; the creditor 
must obtain a court judgment before 
repossessing the collateral, and the con- 
sumer has a chance to redeem; bill 
collector actions are regulated. 


—Wage assignment, garnishment: 
A consumer cannot assign wages as 


security unless he can revoke the 
agreement at will; amounts exempt 
from garnishment are increased; a per- 
son cannot be fired from a job because 
of garnishment. 


—Disclosure: 
All terms of a contract must be in 


writing, must be clearly stated, and 
must be disclosed prior to the transac- 
tion; no space can be left blank for later 
additions; false, misleading and decep- 
tive advertising is prohibited. 


Welfare probe welcomed 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — The state 


secretary of social services, Wilbur 
Schmidt, said Wednesday he welcomes 
an immediate investigation into reports 
of-welfare fraud in Milwaukee County.

The county committee's chairman

Higher truck speeds argued 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — Proponents 


of a bill to increase the speed limit for 
trucks of less than 10,000 pounds said 
Wednesday the measure would make 
highways safer in Wisconsin. 


Opponents said trucks are going too 


fast already. 


Rep. Leonard Groshek of Stevens 


Point said "danger on the highway 
comes not from slowly moving vehicles 
per se, but in the passing maneuver." 


Groshek is chairman of the Assembly 


Transportation Committee. He said his 
bill to increase the speed limit for trucks 
to 55 miles per hour would reduce the 
need to pass slow-moving vans. 


Arthur Wichern of the Aisconsin 


Division of the American Automobile 
Association said trucks are already 
exceeding posted speed limits. 


Wichern said he views the legislation 


as an attempt by the trucking industry 
to get softer traffic regulations. 


Groshek told a committee hearing 


the present limit of 45 m.p.h. was started 
in the 1950s when "engineers believed 
that heavy trucks traveling at high 
speeds caused more damage to the 
roads than at slow speeds." 


He said he has talked to engineers in 


the last two years who now believe the 
concept to be untrue. 


Rep. Mel Cyrak, R-Lake Mills, told the 


committee that if trucks were to obey 
the speed limit on multilane U.S. 41, 
"you would get a traffic jam from Mil- 
waukee to Green Bay." 


Wichern said higher speed limits give 


rise to more violations by truckers at an 
even higher speed. 


He said braking capabilities would be 


reduced at higher speeds. 
The state 


allows truck speeds in excess of 45 
m.p.h. on special pavement, such as 
that of the interstate highway system. 
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updated for inflation and applied to the 
Green Bay campus. 


An 
administration department 


proposal that no tax funds be spent for 
physical education facilities at UWGB 
because no state-owned dormitories 
have been constructed there should be 
rejected, suggested Baldus, 


The administration unit had tied 


taxpayer physical education and 
recreation support responsibilities to 
past dorm construction, arguing that 
where no dorms had been built, no such 
responsibilities exist. 


Baldus proposed that the Parkside 


figures be adjusted for inflationary 
trends and that about $500,000 be added 
for utility extension work at the 
UWGB, and won 3-1 backing for an 
approximately $3 million facility, sup- 
ported from tax spending. 


The recommendation calls for about 


48,000 assignable square feet in the 
structure, down from 70,000 square feet 


The campus should be prepared to 


finance future projects from student 
fees, rather than tax funds, Baldus told 
UW officials. 


In other actions, the subcommittee: 
— Recommended approval of the 


second phase of a Madison campus 
hospital construction project. The 
phase involves $32 million in spending. 
A special committee comprised of the 
Commission, the UW, the administra- 
tion department, the governor's health 
task force and a private hospital as- 
sociation should work with a hired 
consultant on planning, the committee 
voted. And additional remodeling of 
existing space at $4.5 million can be 
planned. 


— Recommended inclusion of a 


maintenance-stores building at UW- 
Oshkosh in the building program, at a 
3815,000 cost, rather than the 5955,000 
cost requested by the UW. 


— Recommended inclusion of a 


gyirinasium at the UW-Milwaukee in 
the building program at a S5 million 
price tag, rather than a $6 million 
project requested. 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — State and 


Milwaukee County medical societies 
endorsed Wednesday legislation to 
provide loans to medical students, then 
erase them for service in areas which are 
short of doctors. 


The proposal by Sen. Walter Chilsen,

the Senate Health, Education' and 
Welfare committee. 


It would allow medical students to 


borrow up to $2,000 a year while they 
are in school. 


They could erase 25 per cent of the 


debt each year they practice in Wis- 
consin after receiving their degrees, and 
50 per cent for every year spent in area 
which has a particular shortage. 


"Wisconsin is on the verge of a health 


crisis because of a shortage of rural 
doctors, Chilsen said. 


State Sen. Roger Murphy of 


Waukesha suggested Chilsen's idea 
may be good, but called the rate of 
forgiving the loans a bit steep. 


Sponsors of the plan have said an 


increase in the number of physicians 
could ease the doctor's temptation to 
change excessive fees in the absence of 
competition. 


Sen. Wayne Whittow, D-Milwaukee, 


said doctors "in many cases gouge the 
public." 


"I don't know many doctors who are 


buried in potter's field," Whittow ad- 
ded.

Mandatory seat belt use 
a lifesaver> panel is told 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — Mandatory 


use of automobile safety belts would 
save nearly 500 lives annually on Wis- 
consin roads, the Assembly's Trans- 
portation Committee was told Wed- 
nesday. 


Rep. Anthony Earl, D-Wausau, said 36 


lives were lost on state roads during the 
last holiday weekend, and "none of 
them were wearing seat belts." 


Earl said a mandatory safety belt law 


would save 480 lives a year in the state, 
significantly reduce injury and have a 
favorable effect upon insurance rates. 


He made the remarks to a committee 


hearing on safety belt rules proposed in 
three similar measures which differ in 
fines and the degree of enforcement. 


One bill would provide a warning 


citation for the first offense and a fine of 
$15 for each subsequent offense. 


Another bill would prohibit dis- 


mantling of any device "designed to 
warn the operator of a motor vehicle 
that safety belts or shoulder harnesses 
are not properly fastened." 


Violators would have to forfeit an 


amount equal to all insurance claims 
stemming from an accident in which the 
violator were involved. 


The third measure provides a penalty 


of $10 to $200 for noncompliance. 


Arthur Wichern of the Wisconsin 


Division of the American Automobile 
Association was the only witness to 


oppose the bills. He said some persons 
have a deep-seated fear of being buriied 
alive or drowned because they couldn't 
get free of safety belts in an accident. 


Charles H. Pulley, president of the 


American Safety Belt Council, said 
cases in which the'driver dies after 
becoming trapped because of safety 
belts run about one-half per cent. 


Pulley cited Australia's mandatory 


belt law and said that country reports a 
20 per cent reduction of traffic deaths in 
1971 and nearly a 30 per cent reduction 
in injuries. 


"People who normally would have 


been kilbd or seriously injured in traffic 
accidents are now getting up an'd 
walking away," Pulley said. 


Pulley and Earl denied a mandatory 


belt law would be a violation of constit- 
utional rights. 


John Radcliffe, the state highway 


safety coordinator, said adoption of the 
legislation would make Wisconsin the 
first state in the nation to enact a 
mandatory belt law. 


He said a recent'federal study of 


28,000 accidents showed no deaths were 
reported in traffic accidents at speeds up 
to 60 miles an hour when occupants 
were wearing belts. 


"Nationally, a savings of $45 billion 


would result if all persons, were required 
to wear safety belts," Radcliffe said. 


"That's enough to finance every 


public school in the country," he said.

Not much depth, 
but entertaining

GREEN BAY — The comedies of 


Jean Anouilh, so light and flashy on 
the surface, have darker, deeper 
underpinnings that often are lost in 
amateur productions. 


Green Bay Community Theater's 


current staging of "Thieves' Car- 
nival," playing tonight through 
Sunday, is no exception, but it does 
offer an intriguing showcase for 
some good local talent. 


It begins at 8:17 each night at the 


group's theater at 122 N. Chestnut 
St. 


Lady Hurf, played by Maggie 


Rohloff, is the central character in 
this lovely French farce. She is 
extremely wealthy and extremely 
bored. To amuse herself and her 
nieces, Juliette and Eva (Gail Piszor 
and Mardell DeJung), she invites 
three inept pickpockets to her villa 
(having accepted their Spanish 
noblemen" disguises before they 
even explain them). 


The thieves—Peterbono, Hector 


and Gustave (Bob Kellner, Ron 
Goska and Dan Walker)—ingra- 
tiate themselves without half try- 
ing and Gustave and Juliette fall 
quite earnestly in love. 


Contrasting 
this 
are 
the 


forever-out-of-place, unloved for- 
tune hunters, 
Dupont-Dufort 


(Senior and Junior), hilariously 
played by Bob Brault and Tom 
Domer. 


Eva is the only character that 


could not be called comic. Only she 
remains neutral and unchanged, 
even after the shenanigans of the 
third act. Like her aunt, she will live 
out her days in loneliness, wealth 
and boredom. 


On the other hand, Juliette ends 


the play in the arms of her lover, 
Gustave; their impending marriage 
blessed thanks to the intervention 
of Lord Edgard (Lloyd Johnson). 


V/hile "Thieves' Carnival" is not 


one of Anouilh's greatest works, it 
has long been an audience favorite. 
If director Lynda Miller would en- 
courage the actors to do less mug- 
ging and more real acting this ac- 
ceptable production might be very 
good. 


However, the major flaw does 


not lie with the actors but rather 
the placement of a bandstand (in 
the first act) and a gazebo (second 
and third acts) in stage center and 
later stage right. The thing is just 
too big for the small stage. In the 
first act, it blocks an important 
scene between Lady Hurf and Lord.. 
Edgard from the view of about 
two-thirds of the audience. 


A tiny brass band of four oc- 


cupies the bandstand in act one, but 
sits behind a wall during the second 
and third. They serve to create 
atmosphere and add musical pas- 
sages to the action. This is a good 
idea but they might have selected 
something less recognizable than 
"Hernando's Hideaway" for their 
Spanish theme music. After all, the 
play is set in the 1920s; to introduce 
music from the '50s shows a lapse of 
taste and judgment. 


The costumes, designed by Sylvia

tractive and authentic looking. The 
pirate get-up which the Dupont- 
Duforts wear in the third act is a 
visual highlight. 


Though a bit uneven, Green Bay 


Community Theater's "Thieves'
